Addresses by Earl Curzon and Mr. Churchill.

»At today's meeting of the Premiars’ Conference Earl Carzon 
delivered « long statement bn general foreign policy, after which Mr, 
Churchill, in regard to Mesopotamia and Egypt, supplemented his 
statement in the House of Commons last week. , 


Mr. Churchill on the Crown Colonies. . 
. Landon, June 2% 

Mr. Churchill, in a statement epon the Crown Colonies.and the 
dependencies at the Imperial Conference yesterday, dwelt on the 
post-war depression as .affecting them compared with war time 
prosperity. “We bavo been approached with pressure to enforce 
schemas ‘of compulsory limitation. of oatpat, bat are unable to 
accept such schemes,” be said.. We must in nowise lose heart 
ebout our splendid tropical possessigns, but must endeavour to 
secure them credit and money to provide technical « tus to 
develop their resources, especially now that the Americas exchange 
is largely ogaiost us. This was ao matter which should. more 
largely engage the sympathies and interest - ° the self governing 
Dominions. In this regard Mr. Churchill paid « tribate to the 


action of Canada in 1920 in concInding a trade azreement with thea | yw, 


West Indies as & romarkablo instance of Imperial Preference and of 
the promotion of the unity of the Empirethrough the development of 
corm munisations, besides making Canada economicay 2 far more 
complete entity. Mr. Churcbill added that we contindtd slowly to 
develop Imperia] eommuniestions, though we have very little 
money. The graat expense in Palestine and Mesopamia imposed 
such bordens that everything as recards tha Crown Colonies had 
to be very severely pruned. : 

Mr. Churchill, referring to the Federated Malay States, outlined 
the history of their railways and Siamese connections, and said that 
the States form a most important feature of our administration. He 
recalled the gift of the battleship Malaya just in the nick of time 
for-it tobe ready, and said that had our dreams of a great vea battle 
materialised these ships of the Queen Elizabeth type would bave 
played a.most decisive part in turning the head of the enemy's line. 
In so many other ways the Federated Malay States had voluntarily 
come to our aid. They had given us more assistance tnan any other 
part of the Colonial Empire had been able todo. They were now 
hard-hit on account of tin and rubberprices. These conditions were 
temporary. A modern world cannot get on witbout these com- 
modities. a

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AN OBSCURE SITUATION. 


Out of a maze of contradictory reports it is hard to 
appraise the Canton situation aright. bur it is admitted on 
both sides.that the fightiny of late bas been heavy. Our 
own correspondent. who is particularly well-informed on 
Canton matters. told us yesterday that the Kwangsi troops 
had captured several important places and were attacking 
others, whilst rumours were prevalent in Canton that the 
Kwangtung border. had been ctessed on every front and 
that the situation was serious. Contrariwise. the Cimon 
Times asserted that the Kwangst forces had been repulsed 
everywhere and that victory for the Cantonese forves was 
assured when the main force assumed the offensive. 
Aeroplanes are co-operating in the work and the people of 
Wuchow have been notified that every effort will be taken 
to give them protection. But inasmuch as the same paper 
tells of a great exodus of official and business men there 
does not seem toa great deal of confidence in this wssurance. 
With such diverse reports as those referred to above it is 
dificult to judge the real situation. We of Hongkong 
shall have to be content with an Asyliithian attitude for 
some little while vet. 

The Cunton.Times in its editurial yesterday was at pains 
totell why it was that the Canton forces were almost 
bound to win and it. must be confessed that the 
arguments used were plausible enongh. But there are 
not a few in this Colony who think that the forces 
against Awangtung are tov strony for the success of 
Dr. Sun and his suppurters. They hase their opinion 
on the general resentment which they say exists through- 
out South China generally te Dr! Sun for having so 
dramatically assumed the rank of President. [f be had been 
content to run the (Government at Canton on its 
former lines, to have ignored Peking altogether and by 
sound administration have won the respect and sympathetic 
support of the other south-western provinces his ‘position. 
it is. argued, would soon have become almost unassailable. 
But by his assumption of a rank and dignity far above 
that conceived by any other former holder of office at Can- 
ton it is alleged that he has alienated limself and party 
from many who would have been glad to have given sup- 
port. Just how far that may be a true refiex of the 
situation is hard to determine. but we do know that the 
opinion of many in Hongkong is that Cauton has weaken- 
ed instead of strengthened its cause. By taking up the 
stand that its Government should be the only recognised 
governinent of China and that President Sun should be the 
president of the whole Republic it has incurred the charge 
of being over-presumptious. ; 

_ Whatever the turn of events will prove to be one can 
confidently expect that by the month end the situation will

The Miners’ Spokesman. 

At tho resumed Labour Con- 
ference Mr, Frank Hodges dis- 
claimed any ‘intention of 
“dramatio declemation,” and 
straight away followed up this 
announcement by one sufficiently 
dramatic when ha confessed that 
“all the drama has been knocked 
ou: of us." Upon tha subject of 
Trade Union organisation in 
general, the miners‘ secretary waa 
equally candid, and his remarks 
are likely to occasion consider- 
able heart-burning among the 
leadera oof the. “proletariat™ 
movement. It may be that these 
remarks, with thelr admission’ 
of sectional interests as the 
predominating factor, are well- 
founded. The solidarity of 
the workers is, however, 
& question for themselves. What 
the community as a wholo is 
interested in just naw is the 
termination of the coal crisis, 
Mr. Hodges’ confession rather 
implies, or very much implies, 
that the leaders of Labour are 
prepared for defeat, so far as 
failure to obtain their demands, 
Particalarly the national pool, 
constitutes defeat. Tha miuers 
will have no inconsiderable 
degree of public sympathy, 
especially having regard to their 
temarkabla endurance, though 
thea situation contains some 
economic elements that cannot 
well be ignored. Mr. Hodges’ 
threat agains: the Government 
hardly has ahappy sound. I is 
true that the Government anti- 
cipated the date of de-control but 
that could have only a transient 
influence.on the dispute, as control 
was due toend in August. As to 
a subsidy, what Government 
conld have offered more thane 
temporary one? Our concern, 
however, is not for. the Govern- 
ment, but for the community who 
are apparently promised mere 
trouble in the future. [ff Mr. 
Hodges means that Labour will 
rely upon political methods 
instead of industrial strife. this 
will only be carrying out what 30 
many have advocated. But the 
declaration that the miners mean 
to “ achieve politically what they 
have failed to achieve in- 
dustrisily "has 4 singular 
appearance, for hitherto Labour's 
hinsistence upon indus:rial as 
opposed to political action has 
been the despair of social ra 
formers; and one can only con- 
clude that tha declaration is a 
threat. Mr. Hodges, a product of 
Labour's College, was at first 
viawed as a firebrand. More 
lately he has been regarded as a 
moderating influence. He seems 
to have again fallen under the 
spell of the militant section. 
he miners’ secretary ig an 
able champion, of Labour in- 
terests, and no open-minded 
man would wish to see a diminu- 
tion of his enthrsiasm for the 
miners’ welfare; but the intima- 
tion of a continned feud is nota 
happy augury. It may be that 
the miners have a strong case in 
respect of their'demands, If so, 
concentration upon a_ clear 
demonstration of the fact will do 
more to convince than any 
number of bellicose speeches.

Question of 
Communication. | 


At today’s meeting of. the 
Legistative Council, the Bon. Mr. 
EH. Pollock asked the following 
questions — 

“ Bas tha new Telephone Cable 
from the Island of Hongkong to 
Cheung Chau, which was referred 
to by the Colonial Secretary in 
this Council on the iSth Sepem- 
ber, 1919, been laid 7” 

“fait the fact that an European 
Sergeant is the only European 
Pelice Officer stationed at Chaung 
Chau, and is he constantly, in 
the course of bis duty, absent 
from that Island? Is not the 
Government yet in a position to 
comply with the requests which 
have been repeatedly made in 
this Council for the stationing of 
a second European Police Officer 
at Cheung Chau?” 

The Hon. Mr. Claud Severn 
raplied:— - 

1. The telephone cable referred 
to is in two portions, the first 
from the mainland to Lantao

These cables were laid in 
February 1920, and have been 
working ever since, except for 
the period from 14th to 19:h of 
May when the line on Lantao 
was interrupted owing to heavy 
storms.

News of the Fighting. 


Rumour, has it that General 
Ngai Pong-ping's troops entered 
Wauchow on Tuesday afterocon. 

All the Maritime Customs 
Commissioners aod the foreign 
Consuls have teen advised to 
warn foreign steamers aad 
tourists from proceeding to the 
figl.ting zones. 

The ‘ Treasurer has beer 
instructed by the military to sell 
all the old copper and iron in the 
Arsenal, torpedo depot, mint and 
Government docks and with the 
proceeds meet part of the military 
expenses. 

The fall of Lingshan is con- 
tirrsed by a later report. 

A military order has been 
issued which states that as the 
Cantonese naval and military 
forces number more than 200,000 
and the monthly expenciture is 
about $4,000,000, the saldiers are 
permitted to help themselves to 
provisions from the places cap- 
tured. This is necessary in view 
of the lack of funds. 

A report from Headquarters 
states that General Chan King- 
ming. has intimated to the 
Kwangsi commanders that they 
will be given high positions, and 
that: Kwangsi will be allowed to 
govern itself if they assist to turn 
out Luk Wing-ting and Chan 
Piog-kwan. In consequence of 
this some people expect that the 
fighting will cease very soon. 

It is known that fighting has 
been in progress along the three 
principal .fronts since June 14, 
but true reports of tho progress 
bave not yet come to hand. 

We take the following fromm 
the Canton Times — 

Remarkable progress has been 
made by the Cantonese troops in 
their recent engagements with 
Kwangsi troops and a report was 
received yesterday. that Ka 
Fang ond Tai Yim -Shan in 
Ewangsi have bean captured. 
The ssroplanes made several 
trips to Wuchow, outside the city 
limits. and dropped several hombs 
into the ranks of the Kwaugsi 
troops which are now practically 
demoralised. Fhe officers of the 
Cantonese troops are contideat 
that Wuochow will be captured in 
one -week’s time. 

The attack made by the Kwang- 
si troops in the direction of Lin-} 
shan in Yom Lim district was 
futile and the enemy troops have 
been driven back into their own 
province. 

Upon taking charge of the 
Kwangsi troops in the invasion 
of .this province . ~° General” 
Chen Ping-kuo one of the most 
blood-thirsty Kwangsi militarists 
issued the following proclamation 
to his troops « translation of 
which reads:— Doar comrades, 
the reason for our evacution of 
Kwangtung province last year 
was made in accordance with 
instructions from our chief, 
(Warlord Lu Yung-ting) to return 
that province to the Cantonese 
themselves and not.on account 
of our inability to fight. The 
Cantonese people are boasting of 
their bravery and declare that 
we are cowards. Wo must again 
take up arms against that 
province to wipe out this con- 
demnation and to prove to the 
Cantonese people-that we can 
fight. Dear. comrades we must 
now fight with a will, When 
we enter . Kwangtung, 5 
days will be granted you to 
celebrate the victory in which 
you are‘allowed to do whatever 
you please, When we evacuat- 
ed Kwangtong last yoar, .every, 
one of us was’-fally toaded witb 
severat handred dollars in our 
pockets. If we capture Canton 
this time, avery one of us will not 
only have.an opportunity to get 
several hundred dollars, but each 
will bave a pretty. Cantonese girl 
for his wife besides. Dear-com- 
rades, fight now with e firm 
determination.” :
